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GIVING THOUGHT TO THE VOTE. 
That people are 
thinking 
more 
and 
more on public 
questions 
was 
plainly 
shown by the results of the recent elec­ 
tion, and however much some may de­ 
plore those results, the fact itself is a 
matter for satisfaction. 
Time was when 
a great majority 
of voters 
simply cast 
their ballots just as they were printed, re­ 
gardless of who 
the 
candidates were, 
what their attainments or personalities or 
what issues were involved. 
Partisan lines 
guided their action wholly and entirely 
and, to a great extent, decision rested on 
which party was able to get the vote out 
on election day. 
That this was a had state of affairs few 
will deny. Politicians and intense partis­ 
ans, of course, still believe in that method 
and deprecate the change, but no one can 
escape the conclusion that with the voters 
thinking— even though they make mis­ 
takes— the country is much safer than it 
could be with blindly partisan voting, be­ 
cause when mistakes are made they later 
can be rectified when opportunity occurs. 
The extent to which this thinking was 
done on November 4 is startling when ful­ 
ly considered. In Missouri, for instance, 
President Coolidge led his opponent by 
77,630 votes, while on the face of the re­ 
turns Baker was elected governor by only 
.5,872. 
Becker for secretary of state on 
the same ticket won by 57,150. 
There 
was some thinking here, whether that 
thinking was right or wrong. 
But here 
is something else. 
With the state going 
republican from the top of the ticket to 
bottom, ten democratic congressmen were 
elected to six republicans, and the general 
assembly, on joint ballot is democratic. 
Missouri, 
though, 
was 
not the only 
state in which this 
wide 
divergence in 
party voting was shown. Coolidge carried 
New York by something around half a mil­ 
lion votes, while Al Smith, democrat, was 
elected governor by about 300,000, That 
this was not due particularly to the pecul­ 
iar conditions in that §tate is shown by the 
result in Ohio. That state was carried 
for the republican candidate for president 
by a tremendous plurality while the demo­ 
cratic candidate for governor won by a 
good strong vote. 
Elsewhere this same 
condition was 
apparent. 
In 
Oklahoma 
the state went democratic while Walton, 
the part candidate for United States sena­ 
tor was defeated. In Montana, Walsh, 
democrat, was chosen senator, while the 
state went for Coolidge. Wyoming elected 
Mrs. Ross, democrat, governor, but repub­ 
lican electors were chosen. 
There were many other instances of 
this peculiar situation. 
In local contests 
this was outstanding and in some sec­ 
tions the switch was really astonishing. In 
the Ninth Missouri Congressional district 
the turnaround was even more than that. 
This district, republican overwhelmingly, 
gave Coolidge a strong lead, but defeated 
George Hackman, present state auditor, 
republican candidate for congress by a 
plurality of 12,719 votes. 
When we come to consider the Mis­ 
souri vote on the amendments we find 
more evidence of thinking. 
Number 5 
carried overwhelmingly, while No. 6 lost 
by even a stronger majority. 
The vote 
on the others was close and most of them 
would probably have carried if the voters 
had 
had 
more 
information 
regarding 
them. 
That any of them carried is evi­ 
dence that the Missourian is giving such 
important matters careful consideration, 
and not, as in the past, just closing his 
eyes and voting “no” on general principles, 
regardless of the importance of the propo­ 
sition presented to him. 
All of which is, as said before, a good 
omen and indicates a healthy condition of 
the body oolitic.

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ROOM AT THE TOP. 
F rom an Exchange. 
According to the 
national 
industrial 
conference board, each American indus­ 
try needs 40,000 new mining, electrical, 
hydraulic and otker engineers. 
Our col­ 
leges, however, are graduating only about 
9,000 a year. 
Colonel Barbour, editor of 
Mining and Metallurgy, calls this state­ 
ment by conference 
board 
absurd. 
He 
says the engineering profession is already 
overcrowded. 
Maybe it is crowded with mediocre en­ 
gineers, but it is by no means overcrowd­ 
ed at the top. 
The same can be said of 
all professions and all occupations. 
The great need all over the world is 
for ability and efficiency, larger earning 
power. 
Industrial 
enterprises 
have no 
trouble in securing the services of $2,000, 
$3,000, $4,000 and $5,000 a year men, 
finding $50,000 a year men is difficult. 
One reads of outstanding executives re­ 
ceiving salaries ranging up to $100,000 a 
year or more. 
In most cases, we have no 
doubt, these men earn their large salaries; 
they are probably worth a great deal 
more to the concerns they manage than 
what they receive 
for 
their labor. 
A 
$100,000 a year man might readily save 
millions a year by the development of 
some economy or improvement. 
The demand nowadays is for trained 
minds— for education, if you please. Prof. 
Everett Lord, dean of the Boston Univer­ 
sity college 
of business 
administration, 
after a painstaking investigation, places 
an actual money value of $33,000 on a 
high school 
education, 
and a value of 
$72,000 on a college education. 
Prof. Lord studied the average earnings 
of undergraduated men from the age of 
14 until they reached the age of 60 years, 
and he compared them with that of high 
school graduates during the same period. 
He tells us that the high school man earns 
$33,000 more than the average uneducat­ 
ed man. 
The college or technically trained man 
does not start to work until at the age of 
about 22 years, but by the time he has 
reached 60 years of age he has earned 
$73,000 more than the high school gradu­ 
ate. 
Every man has a cash value as an in­ 
dividual. 
W hat is your cash value, young 
man? 
W hat are you doing to enlarge it? 
How much precious time are you wasting? 
Colonel Barbour is only partly correct 
in stating that the engineering profession 
is over-crowded. Perhaps it is as to mere 
numbers, but is it with regard to ability? 
So may the medical profession be crowd­ 
ed, but Dr. Mayo, we may be sure, has 
plenty of “elbow room” ; so is the legal 
profession 
crowded, 
perhaps, but Elihu 
Root, Martin Littleton, Clarence Harrow 
and others do not find it so. 
An ambitious young man will not be 
fettered from entering 
the 
engineering 
profession because he thinks he may have 
“a hard row to hoe.” Obstacles were made 
to be overcome, as Woodrow Wilson well 
said.

THE “LAME DUCK” PARADE. 


From the Brooklyn Daily Eagle. 
An election to the presidency rather 
than a mere succession through act of 
Providence has this drawback: that the 
new president is responsible for what­ 
ever patronage lies within his gift. In Mr. 
Coolidge^ case this is not much, most jobs 
having been assigned 
under 
President 
Harding in 1921. 
However, there are a 
number of republican warriors of varied 
distinction who have come limping home, 
praying that Mr. Coolidge will afford 
them sanctuary m ome haven, where pay 
checks are regular or social v estig e not 
negligible. 
There is, for example. Senator Medill 
McCormick of TUinois, wh > was defeated 
for renomination last spring, and whose 
term will therefore 
expire 
on March 4 
next. 
Mr. McCormick is an expert on 
foreign affairs in words of one syllable. 
He is reported as willing to accept an em­ 
bassy to France. 
But what would Herrick 
do then, poor thing? 
There is Bursum of New Mexico, spoils­ 
man extraordinary, 
whose 
pension 
bill 
came under the president’s veto. 
And 
poor Mall of Delaware, who was not 
renominated 
because 
Coleman 
du 
Font, seigneur of that feudal state, was 
pleased to run. And a whole roster of un­ 
fortunate members of congress. 
Meanwhile there are not enough jobs 
to go around, and it is a pretty problem 
for the president, who has been in poli­ 
tics too long to realize that defeat may 
happen to anybody, and that party re­ 
sponsibility has varied meanings. 
There 
have been actual cases of defeated sena­ 
tors who did not know where to turn for 
a living. 
Posts have usually been found 
for them; sometimes embassies in coun­ 
tries where living costs were not exorbi­ 
tant. 
But just now, with few places open 
and with President Coolidge in no way to 
blame for these defeats, the lame ducks 
will 
p r o b a b l y be left to continue their 
doleful quacking for some time to come. 


SACRIFICE IS NECESSARY. 


The value of self-sacrifice upon the de­ 
velopment of character cannot be overesti­ 
mated even though its results may not be 
apparent at the moment. 
The man who 
lives without having to make sacrifice of 
some kind is rare, indeed, and, as a rule, 
his lack of sacrifice is more or less trace­ 
able to his individual selfishness that can­ 
not see occasion for inconveniencing him­ 
self in any way. 
Of course such a man 
possesses a narrow viewpoint that limits 
his field of vision and makes it impossible 
for him to take a liberal or even a natural 
view of things. 
On the other hand, the 
man who knows what it is to make sac­ 
rifices at heavy cost is most probably the 
man who looks at life broadly and with 
sympathy and understanding for all. 
He 
may rebel against some of the penalties 
he is forced to pay but, generally speak­ 
ing, he discharges those penalties hap­ 
pily and in their discharge ofen finds the 
necessary balm to heal his heartaches. 
It is, when character is at the forma­ 
tive period that it should be safeguarded, 
not with the view of making life easy and 
smooth 
sailing 
but 
with 
the idea of 
strengthening it even by hard experience 
to 
expand 
and 
develop 
to it full ca­ 
pacity. 
It is so easy to indulge a 
child, or a young person who, without 
realizing it is in fair way to become wil­ 
ful an dinclined to selfishness. 
It is so 
easy to let him do as he wishes both for 
the sake of peace and because it is natural 
to take the easiest way. 
If, however, we 
take into consideration the fact that the 
very indulgence that pleases the child at 
the moment is in reality harmful to him 
the obligation to point the way surely and 
firmly is clear and 
cannot 
be evaded. 
Many of the young people today, and for 
that matter those of any other generation, 
owe their selfish ways and lack of con­ 
sideration for others to the fact that they 
were indulged and pampered at the pre­ 
cise time when they should have been 
taught some of life’s vital lessons even at 
bitter experience. The fact that we can­ 
not have our own way all the time is one 
of the first foundation stones to character, 
and yet it is one that is often overlooked 
or deliberately omitted. 
Is it any wonder 
that character formed in such circum­ 
stances crumbles when the least pressure is 
brought to bear upon it? Is it any wonder 
that boys and girls reared in conditions 
that do not stress recognition of indivual 
responsibility fail utterly in later years to 
discharge their obligations and, on the 
contrary, make laws for themselves in de­ 
fiance of God and man? 
It does not really hurt anyone to make 
sacrifices, even of things held most dear. 
It means unhappiness, and disappointment 
and suffering and other unpleasant ex­ 
periences, but it makes for strength and 
dependability of character, two traits that 
are sadly needed in the world at all times. 
But, it is through self-sacrifice, perhaps, 
more than any other one thing that a 
man’s character is made more perfect. 
It 
is necessary to feel the sting of disap­ 
pointment oneself in order to understand 
something of life’s bitterest trials, and 
sacrifice no matter of what nature carries 
disappointment with it.

Grading System of 
Public Schools Given 
By Superintendent 


Timely Article By J. N. Crocker 
On Purposes of Edu­ 
cation Week. 


This heil g National Education Week, It 
has been our purpose to bring the patrons 
as close to their schools as possible by dis­ 
cussing 
in 
meetings 
and 
through 
the 
press 
different 
phases 
of 
our 
school 
work. 
In 
this 
article I 
wish 
to dis­ 
cuss briefly our grading system. 
A tradi­ 
tion has been established in this country of 
giving written examinations at stated in­ 
tervals, monthly, quarterly or semi-annu­ 
ally. 
Teachers usually select for examina­ 
tion ten questions, out of a possible sev­ 
eral hundred, with the general assump­ 
tion that the questions are of the same 
difficulty and are a true test of the pu­ 
pil’s ability. 
If, in the judgment of the 
teacher, the pupil misses one question he 
gets a grade of 90; if he answers all ques­ 
tions correctly, according to the teacher’s 
judgment, he gets a grade of IOO, al­ 
though in all probability he is not a per­ 
fect pupil. 
If the pupil misses a part of 
one or more questions, the teacher esti­ 
mates that he makes on each question 
anywhere from one per cent to nine per 
cent. 
The grades are then made out and 
reported. 
One boy gets 70 per cent which 
is a passing grade, another gets 69 per 
cent which is failure and the teacher’s 
judgment is final. 
The one who gets 70 
per cent is promoted and the one who gets 
60 per cent is retained for a year, al­ 
though if ten other questions had been 
selected the two boys might have chang­ 
ed places which shows that such a system 
of grading is not altogether fair. 
Many experiments 
have 
been made 
which show that judgments based on this 
procedure are not wholly reliable. 
To 
illustrate: 
In a carefully controlled ex­ 
periment in a teachers’ institute sixty-six 
teachers grade a spelling test. No teacher 
knew what grade the others were giving. 
They were told to grade on a basis of IOO 
per cent for a perfect paper. 
The grades 
ranged from 20 per cent to 80 per cent. 
Fourteen teachers graded the papers 20 
per cent and ten gave a grade of 80 per 
cent and the grades recorded ranged from 
20 to 80. 
There are 
many 
experiments 
which 
demonstrate conclusively that the old tra­ 
ditional system of grading on a percentage 
basis is faulty. 
In view of these facts, 
the Sedalia schools no longer rely on regu­ 
lar routine examinations which necessitate 
the stopping of regular classes for a week 
twice each year. 
We are substituting in­ 
stead short tests given by the teacher dur­ 
ing the 
recitation 
period. 
The teacher 
gives these tests not at stated intervals 
but when she has finished certain units 
of subject matter. 
The tests prepared by 
the teacher are supplemented from time to 
time by standard tests that have been 
worked out by experts in education and 
are in general use in the best school sys­ 
tems of the country. 
Standard tests in­ 
stead of having ten questions have many 
questions. 
The 
answers 
are right or 
wrong. No personal judgments or pre­ 
judices can enter into the grading. 
The 
standard tests have been given to thou­ 
sands of children in different cities and 
in rural districts 
It is known from the 
performance of children what standard 
should be obtained. If a child in the fifth 
grade of Sedalia has been given the 
Monroe silent Reading Test and makes a 
score of 9 in comprehension and a score 
of 140 in rate, it is only necessary to refer 
to the standard to know whether this 
child is performing as well in reading as 
children in other schools. 
It is possible to 
compare with particular cities. 
The child 
is given his individual 
score, 
his class 
score and the standard score. 
In that 
way, teachers and parents may have a 
very clear understanding of what the pu­ 
pils are doing. The standard tests, there­ 
fore, serve many distict and useful pur­ 
poses. 
They make an accurate diagnosis 
of the work that is being done and they 
enable each pupil to know where he ranks 
with other pupils in his grade and with 
reference to the performance 
of 
each 
child and they furnish parents with the 
most reliable information obtainable with 
reference to the work of their children. 
In our system of grading we have not 
eliminated entirely the traditional method 
of grading, we have merely modified it 
by giving many short tests whenever oc­ 
casion seems to demand it, instead of 
waiting until the end of a one-half year 
period and losing two weeks in order to 
give examinations 
which 
investigations 
have shown are of doubtful value. 
In or­ 
der that personal 
judgments, 
personal 
feelings and prejudices may be reduced to 
minimum, standard tests are used as a 
check in verifying results.

This sys­ 
tem is not perfect. 
It gives room 
for 
errors 
of 
judgment

errors cannot be as great as under 
the old system. 
Tile time will come 
when pupils will be ranked on the 
basis of standard tests but until 
such time as our patrons fully un­ 
derstand 
and 
appreciate 
standard 
tests we shall use the report card 
and 
use 
tho standard 
test 
as 
a 
means of diagnosing and verifying 
the teacher’s judgment with refer­ 
ence to grading. We have one other 
means of keeping parents in to„ch 
with the work of their children. 
If 
at any time the teacher feelsthat a 
child is failing, the parent receives 
a direct communication 
from 
the 
teacher. When parrots receive such 
communications, it 
is hoped 
that 
they will discuss the matter with 
the teaclnr and the principal, in 
order that all may cooperate toward 
inducing 
the 
child 
to 
do better 
work. 
Parents, it is our desire to 
work with you for the good of your 
children. 
We want you to know 
our policies. 
Many of y u visited 
our schools last week. 
Continue to 
visit them from time to time. Talk 
with your teachers. 
It will make 
for 
sympathetic 
intelligent 
und r- 
standing of our mutual 
problems. 
Let us know and help our schools.

the 
flood of American made motion 
picture films still pours into Great 
Britain and her dominions, 
the j 
production end cf the British film 
industry continues at a standstill i 
and. according to a correspondent 
of the Daily Mail, for the first 
time in years not a single studio 
is operating in England at pres- I 
ent. 
The producers ascribe the situa­ 
tion to various causes, particular­ 
ly that the theatres will not use 
home made films even when they 
are equal or superior to the Amer­ 
ican product, and they point out 
that the popularity of the English 
movies is proved when the exhibi­ 
tors have been finally persuaded 
to exhibit such pictures as “Zee- 
brugge.” a film version of the war j 
time attack on the German naval 
base. 
On the other hand, the exhibi­ 
tors 
assert 
that 
the 
quality of 
some of the films compares unfa­ 
vorably 
with 
the 
importations 
from America. One exhibitor, who 
turned down 
a chance 
to 
show 
“Zcebrugge.” said: 
“The 
people 
are 
not 
interested 
in 
patriotic 
stuff.” 
Another asserted that the Brit­ 
ish studios were not as well equip­ 
ped as the American, the techni­ 
cians were not as good and, above j 
all, the British producers wasted j 
money, thus raising the final cost 
above the American, with conse-, 
quent higher prices to the exhibi­ 
tors. 
The pr^ss. which is embarking 
upon a campaign to develop the 
industry, 
points to the tremend­ 
ous propaganda value 
of 
British 
films, 
especially 
in 
the 
domi­ 
nions, and 
the 
possibility 
that 
busy studios would take care of 
thousands of 
Britain's 
unemploy­ 
ed.

There were so many j

We further hold that, be­ 
ing conscious of these attributes of 
knowledge, he must possess the .uali- 
ties that will enable him efficiently 
to perform the corresponding duties.

MAGNETISM NOT 
SILENT PHENOMENA 


SCHENECTADY, N. Y.r Nov. 22. 
—The roaring of the atoms in iron 
as they are attracted by the magnet 
can be heard by means of a device 
recently perfected in the research 
laboratory of the General Electric 
Company here. The device indicates 
that magnetism is not a silent phe­ 
nomenon; in fact tho roaring when 
tho magnet is brought near a piece 
of iron planly can he heard from an 
ordinary radio loud speaker, accord­ 
ing to experimenters, and 
conse­ 
quently It now* will he possible to 
listen to the effect of a magnet on 
iron or other material. 
Tho 
apparatus 
carries 
out 
the 
idea of Dr. IL Barkhausen of Dres­ 
den, Germany. A piece of soft iron 
is inserted in a coil of 17,000 turns 
of small wire. 
The coil is attached 
to an amplification set which in 
turn is connected to head telephone 
and loud speakers. 
Yv’hen the magnet is brought near 
iron a rustle is heard, experiment­ 
ers say. 
If the approach is rapid 
the noise is loud and abrupt; if 
slow, the sound is soft and more 
sustained. 
When 
the 
magnet

removed, similar sounds are heard. 
If while the magnet is brought near 
the iron, the poles are reversed, rn 
extremely loud and abrupt noise is 
heard. 
Scientists believe the phenomena 
is caused by the motion of magnetic 
particles in the iron. 
When the 
magnet is near, groups of atoms 
turn and face in the same direction. 
The stronger the magnet the more 
particles turn and consequently the 
greater the noise made in turning. 
Similarly when the magnet is re­ 
moved the atoms rustle back to dis­ 
arrangement. 
W’hen the magnetic 
poles are reversed the atoms turn 
about quickly, 
causing:
